London, September, 6.—The Allan 
Liner Hesperian, attacked by a Ger­ 
man submarine off the Irish coast 
Saturday evening, sank at 6:47 a. rn. 
to-day while proceeding to Queens­ 
town. 
J 
A wireless dispatch to Queens­ 
town this noon said Captain Main 
and the members of the crew who 
remained on board the Hesperian 
were taken off safely. 
They were 
placed aboard steamers towing the 
Hesperian after she sank. 
Earlier advices had indicated that 
though the liner was badly damaged 
she was expected to remain afloat. 
She was due to arrive at Queens­ 
town at about IO a. rn. to-dav. 
Her 
course took her over the graves of 
the Lusitania and Arabic. 
It is pre­ 
sumed that she settled within a few 
railes of the hulk of one or the other 
victims of the German subsea boats. 
Contradictory 
reports 
were 
re­ 
ceived here to-day about the loss of 
life. 
Officers of the Allan Line gave 
out a statement that 350 passengers 
and 300 men of her crew had all 
been put into tile 
boats and had 
reached Queenstown in safety. 
Press 
dispatches, 
however, 
re­ 
ported the death of Miss Carberry, 
who i- said to have been hurled from 
one of the boats and to have died 
from shock;, and of another woman. 
who was badly injured and died in 


tx rescue steamer. 
The injured number about thirty. 
For the most part they were pas­ 
sengers in two of the boats which 
capsized in the darkness, before they 
struck the water.

two of the three American citizens,

Officers of the Allan Line late this 
afternoon received a brief prelimin­ 
ary report from officers of the steam­ 
er Hesperian, torpedoed and sunk by 
a German submarine.

it was understood Captain Main said 
the liner was attacked without warn­ 
ing and that she made no attempt to 
escape.

“ la fact, few figures of any kind 
are to he had, hut presumably the 
total death* from the epidemic have 
been about 100,000 and the number 
of victims down with the disease at 
the time we took charge was very 
likely of equal magnitude. 
“As such an epidemic of typhus 
never before* had occurred in the 
history of m odem medicine, I freely 
confess that it w*as no little concern 
ke first arrived here. 
A quick s u r­ 
vey of the situation convinced me, 
however that with effective organiza­ 
tion the plague could he wiped out 
and in four month*. 
I arn still con­ 
fident that when the four months arc 
entirely past, the last 
of the 606 
cases still remaining will have d is­ 
appeared. 
“ Following the preliminary organ­ 
ization of a national sanitary board, 
something Serbia had not had, and 
the di\i<ion of the country into sani­ 
tary districts, we at once went a fte r 
the practical end of the wrork— name- 
I Iv tile chasing down and exterm ina­ 
tio n of tin louse from whose bite 
alone ihe disease is transmitted. 
“As the quickest means of reach­ 
ing tin* greatest number of the strick ­ 
e n population in the shortest pos- 
I Bible time, wre had two refrigerator 
| cars placed a t our disposal. 
In on< 
I of these was installed an apparatus 
for the disinfecting of clothing by 
| heavy steam pressure and its im- 
Imediate drying afterw ards. 
In the 
second car was fitted the necessary 
appliances for a disinfecting bath of 
th** victims. 
“ With the arrival of the car at 
each town, a tent was a t once pitched 
by the *ide of the railroad in which 
the population could undress. 
They 
then entered the fir*t car where they 
left their clothing fo r disinfection 
and passed immediately into the sec­ 
ond car for the disinfection of their 
bodies. 
Only ten minutes were re­ 
quired for the joint operation at the 
end of which time each person w*as 
given hack hi* clothing, dried and 
ready to put on, with the absolute 
assurance that not a -angle louse or 
nit remained. 
“Our voyage speed was 500 to 600 
cases a day and in the three and a 


half month* we have had the cars 
in operation we figure th at a total of 
not less than 600,000 perron* have 
been reached in this manner. 
Where the Serbian government had 
fund* at its di*po*al these plants 
were erected at its expense, but where 
it did not, we paid for them ourselves, 
A total of 53 plants were thus in­ 
stalled by us and they constitute a 
perm anent p a rt of Serbia’s equipment 
for fighting a similar situation should 
it ever come again. 
“The next m ost im portant phase 
of the work w as our sanitary a s ­ 
sault of the m ilitary hospitals. These 
from the M art had been the most 
prolific centers fo r the spreading of 
the disease. 
They were at all times 
congested to the limit with wounded 
or sick soldiers, whose infested cloth­ 
ing quickly spread the disease to al- 
rno*t every iamate. 


“In attacking the hospitals we took 
with us portable bath tubs and had 
a t our disposition the A ustrian p ris­ 
oners to give Hie sick and wounded 
their disinfecting bath. 
While they 
were doing this we put their clothing 
arid bedding through the steam p ro ­ 
cess and then wound up by disin­ 
fecting the entire building with sul­ 
phur and often even whitewashing the 
frails. 
Of the 113 military hospitals 
in Serbia, fully IOO passed through 
this sanitary 
regeneration 
at 
our 
hands. 
“ Still 
another 
most 
important 
phase of the work was the visiting 
of every, house almost in the entire 
kingdom and separating the diseased 
from the well. 
The quarantining of 
the infected persons was something 
which the local authorities h ad not 
been able to undertake, but under our 
direction it was quickly and th o r­ 
oughly carried out. 
“ Naturally our success was only 
possible through the most hearty co­ 
operation of every man composing 
the mission, and this has been one 
o f the two bright spots of the entire 
task, 
There w as not a man w*ho ever 
shirked or even objected to any task 
assigned him no m atter how dis­ 
agreeable or even how dangerous it 
might he.”

The state department received only 
a brief dispatch on the incident. This ; 
does not make all details clear, bur ! 
the conclusion was drawn from it that 
the Hesperian was attacked without j 
warning. 
It is assumed here that if 1 
warning had been given no one would 
have been killed, and also that, hav­ 
ing warned all on hoard to take to 
the boats, the submarine would have 
fired enough tor[>edoes to insure sink­ 
ing the vessel. 
This has been the

least one. and possibly two Americans

lives of the Americans on board 
Particular notice was taken of the 
fact that the Hesperian, like the Arab- j 
ic. was westbound, and therefore it j 
cannot be charged in defense of th« j 
attack on her that she was carrying *

According to the position of th« Uni- 1 
ted States government in this war, 
neither can the fact that she had a j 
four-inch gun on her stern, bp cited 
as evidence that she was properly to j 
be regarded as a vessel of war.
